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GIVE US OUR 

BUSES BACK, 

SAY ELDERLY 


BUS company Stagecoach 
has incurred the wrath of 
the isle’s elderly. 

The firm’s recent changes to its bus 
routes have angered pensioners, who 
say they have been left high and dry 
without transport. 

They are concerned that their needs 
have been overlooked as the company 
changed timetables. 

Many say they are missing the old 
service that they had come to rely 
on and that their council-funded 
bus passes are now going unused as 
they pay for taxis to go about their 
day-to-day jobs. 

Stagecoach has axed some routes 
which they deemed to be unprofitable 
or underused. 

Although it says it has “invested in an 
improved service”, not everyone agrees. 

Some of those affected are users of

the Age Concern service in Zion Place, 
Margate. 

Patricia Hurst, an 87-year-old who 
used the buses regularly, is angry at 
the changes. 

She said: “I used the bus practically 
every day, but the stops I used aren’t 
being used now and it’s inconvenient. 
It means I have to walk long distan¬ 
ces, and it’s very hard for me. 

“So many elderly people use the bus 
and I think a lot of people feel the 
same way I do. 

“I just want the bus to come as it did 
before. It was one an hour on the route 

I used, I wasn’t asking for much.” 

At a full meeting of Thanet council last 
Thursday, councillor Iris Johnston called 
on all members to write to Stagecoach 
and appeal for the routes to be reinstated. 


A petition has also been drawn up 
and is gathering signatures. 

Vye Yeoman, 89, said: “I can’t walk 
far and now I have to get taxis all the 
time, even to go to the shops - it can 
cost as much as £7 to get there and 
back home. It’s a shame and I know a 
lot of others who feel the same. Let’s 
have our bus back.” 

Stagecoach’s managing director for 
east Kent and East Sussex, Phil 
Medlicott, said: “We have invested in 
an improved service and new accessi¬ 
ble buses which will particularly 
assist the elderly and disabled, and 
provide a better environment for 
everyone by attracting more people to 
travel by bus instead of car. 

“Route 34 was losing money and 
parts of route nine were unprofitable 
and not commercially viable.” 
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Plans to pay new 
lead members at 
council scrapped

THANET council’s ruling 
Tory party has done a U-tum 
regarding its scheme to intro¬ 
duce lead members in sup¬ 
port of the Cabinet. 

The lead members policy has 
already been voted through, but orig¬ 
inally the plan had been for each 
member to receive a £500 annual 
sum for supporting Cabinet mem¬ 
bers in their roles. 

That figure was later reduced to 
£200, but at a meeting last Thursday 
night the payment was cut altogether. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“Members decided, in view of the 
current economic situation, that the 
role would get no extra payments.” 

Opposition critics say the idea of 
lead members is council leader 
Sandy Ezekiel’s way of strengthen¬ 
ing his powerbase and in the council 
chamber on Thursday the lead 
members were mocked as “gophers” 
by the Labour group. 

The appointments come two weeks 
after Cllr Ezekiel survived a leader¬ 
ship challenge from Jo Gideon and 
Chris Wells. 

And on Thursday evening, Alas- 
dair Bruce, the man who had spon¬ 
sored Cllr Gideon’s leadership bid, 
discovered that his role as lead mem¬ 
ber to John Kirby was being axed 
and he was being dumped in favour 
of Judith Russell. 

Cllr Bruce has also been taken off 
the council’s planning committee, as 
have Mike Taylor and Martin Jarvis. 
The trio were the only Tory planning 
members to vote for last year’s China 
Gateway planning application to be 
referred to full council. 

None of the three were given lead 
member status on Thursday night. 

Asked about his axing by Cllr 
Ezekiel, Cllr Bruce said: “I am disap¬ 
pointed as I felt I brought a moderat¬ 
ing influence to the committee and 
made a meaningful contribution to the 
long-term shape of Thanet’s future. 

“Despite being labelled as a tree- 
hugger, I felt my judgement was based

on what was best for Thanet within 
the constraints of planning law. 

He added: “As I am no longer 
bound by those constraints, I would 
like to publicly applaud the residents 
of Birchington in their fight against 
the recent amusement arcade appli¬ 
cation - a fight I could not comment 
on before as I would have removed 
myself from the planning vote. 

“As a councillor, morality and 
integrity are my guiding principles 
and my primary loyalty is to my 
constituents. Therefore I will 
endeavour to make sure their point 
of view is heard wherever I can.” 

Another casualty of the changes 
was Jill Kirby, who lost the chair¬ 
manship of governance and audit. 

Those to have risen under Cllr 
Ezekiel’s changes are Ken Gregory, 
who will be lead member to financial 
chief Martin Wise, and Simon Day, 
who will support Roger Latchford’s 
regeneration and economic develop¬ 
ment portfolio. 

Simon Moores, the new Cabinet 
member for customer services, will 
be assisted by Ewen Cameron. 

Shirley Tomlinson (environmental 
services) will have Crispin Crotty 
and Brenda Rogers as lead members. 

Zita Wiltshire (community servic¬ 
es) will be helped by Brian Goodwin. 

Labour group leader Clive Hart 
said: “I would assume some of those 
people [lead members] might be feel¬ 
ing a little disappointed. They 
thought they were going to be get¬ 
ting paid and now they are not.” 


Chairman takes town 
hall seat for the year 

THANET council’s new chairman has 
been appointed for a full year. 

Margaret Sheldrick, who was elect¬ 
ed to the role of chairman in February, 
took over from John Kirby and was 
formally elected to continue her role 
for 2009-10 on Thursday night. 

She said: “I’m delighted to have the 
confidence of the councillors who re¬ 
elected me for a full year. Over the 
next year, along with my vice- 
chairman, Cllr Roberts, we intend to 
promote and support Thanet. 

‘We’re very conscious about the cur¬ 
rent economic climate and, for that 
reason, we’ll be supporting the three 
town mayors and the efforts of the 
villages in their charity fund-raising 
efforts, rather than trying to do our 
own fund-raising. 

“As part of that work, we are keen to 
support small local charity events. If 
anyone feels that either myself or the 
vice-chairman can assist in any way, 
all they have to do is ask. 

“I’m also keen to promote Thanet 
outside of the area, as I want to 
ensure that we are noticed and 
known as a magical place to live, work 
and play.” 

During her year in office, Cllr 
Sheldrick will be escorted by her hus¬ 
band Ray Sheldrick. 

Michael Roberts was elected as the 
vice-chairman. 

Clean Sweep to help

AN OPERATION to crack down on 
problems in Cliftonville has uncov¬ 
ered a number of housing problems 
that need to be resolved. 

A second round of Operation Clean 
Sweep was held in Harold Road earli¬ 
er this month.

The operation was held on 
Thursday, May 14, and involved 
council officers, Kent Police, the UK 
Border Agency and Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service. 

Renewal area officer Dave Farmer 
said: “Our second mini Clean Sweep 
proved to be exceptionally useful. 

“It’s something that we intend to 
continue with, with the next mini 
Clean Sweep due to take place some¬ 
where in the Cliftonville area in the 
next few weeks.”

RAMSGATE Maritime 
Museum will reopen fol¬ 
lowing an agreement to 
secure its future. 

Lengthy negotiations between 
Thanet council and Preston Steam 
Trust have finally resulted in 
plans for the museum to open in 
the summer. 

It will also be taken off the coun¬ 
cil’s controversial asset manage¬ 
ment list which saw dozens of prop¬ 
erties placed up for sale by the dis¬ 
trict authority. 

The news was announced by the 
council’s deputy leader, Roger 
Latchford, in the council chamber 
in Margate on Thursday night last 
week but will need to be rubber- 
stamped by the Cabinet in June. 

Cllr Latchford said: “I’m pleased 
to say that agreement in principal 
has been achieved between the two 
parties that should see the muse¬ 
um being reopened soon. 

“It should be open well in time for 
the main summer season. 

“I’d like to thank all the council 
officers who have worked so hard 
and supported us in our endeavours 
to open the museum again. It has an 
exciting future.” 

Council leader Sandy Ezekiel 
added: “This is something we 


should all be congratulating our¬ 
selves on. 

“This is what we have been work¬ 
ing for since the difficulties first 
began.” 

It has been a rocky year for the 
museum. 

Funding of the East Kent 
Maritime Trust, the organisation 
which previously ran the attrac¬ 
tion, was cut by the council, throw¬ 
ing its future into doubt. 

The council was also considering 
selling the much-loved old building 
to raise money. 

Outcry 

Ramsgate councillor Alan Poole 
(Labour) said: “This happened 
because of public outcry and the 
pressure that followed. That 
resulted in the council reconsider¬ 
ing their options.” 

His Labour colleague David 
Green said: “I welcome this - it’s 
really good news and I’m sure that 
all those thousands of people who 
signed the petitions will also be 
pleased.” 

He asked for confirmation that 
the building would be taken off the 
asset disposal list, which Cllr 
Ezekiel confirmed. 

No official opening date has been 
announced, but in the meantime 
the Preston Steam Trust will pre¬ 
pare the building and exhibits for 
the opening.

Hunt on for road 
rage BMW man 
who hit driver 

POLICE are asking for help in tracing a 
driver who punched another motorist in 
Broadstairs. 

A number of other people were on the 
road at the time of the incident on 
Friday, May 1. 

The assault happened at about 9.45am 
at the roundabout where Bromstone 
Road meets Ramsgate Road. 

The police hope someone may have 
seen something that could help them 
piece together what happened. 

The 66-year-old driver of a county 
council minibus was heading out of 
Ramsgate and just about to pull on to the 
roundabout when he had to stop because 
of the actions of a driver in silver BMW, 
approaching from Broadstairs. 

Both vehicles stopped and the driver of 
the BMW, who was travelling alone, 
went to the open bus window and 
punched the man in the face, shouting at 
him as he did so. 

Barged 

The minibus driver got out and 
attempted to call police, but the BMW 
driver barged him and stamped on his 
phone when it fell to the ground and the 
victim fell over a garden wall. 

He suffered bruising, cuts and shock. 

The attacker is white, in his early 30s, 
5ft lOin tall and has a stocky build, lead¬ 
ing witnesses to suggest he may be a 
body-builder. 

It is believed the BMW had the num¬ 
bers 1 and 2 and the letters ANK in the 
registration.

Mr Medlicott said that poorly-used 
routes had been reviewed, leading 
to cancellations. 

He cited costs rising above the 
rate of inflation and a reduction in 
reimbursments from the National 
Concessionary travel scheme, 
under which over-60s travel free. 

Alterations 

He said: “There are only a small 
number of stops we have ceased to 
serve and nearly all of these are 
covered by subsidised routes pro¬ 
vided by Kent County Council. 

“However, we accept some people 
need to change buses to be able to 
access the same places as they did 
before. 

“The local authority were aware 
of the changes in advance and are 
looking at, or have already made, 
some alterations to the tendered 
network to cover the remaining 
gaps that were left. 

‘We are aware that some people 
in Thanet are unhappy and have 
responded to suggestions and com¬ 
plaints. 

“However, we have no further 
plans at this time to change the 
network of services we operate on a 
commercial basis.” 


THE identity tags of a US airman 
who was shot down and killed over 
Thanet have finally been retrieved 
by a councillor. 

The dog tags of Lt George Hafner 
were buried on Palm Bay beach after 
the crash of a Liberator bomber 
during a dramatic April night of the 
Second World War in 1944. 

Two Liberators came down over 
the isle, one in Palm Bay and the 
other in Westgate. 

Lt Hafner, from St Paul, Minnesota, 
was killed in the crash, along with 
eight crew. He was one of the Bungay 
Buckaroos, the 446th Bomb Group, 
20th Combat Wing, 2nd Air Division, 
8th USAAF, stationed at Flixton in 
Norfolk. 

They were flying back from a bomb¬ 
ing raid on France when the plane 
came down and hit cliffs. 

The tags were rumored to still be in 
the area and have now been given to 
Westgate-on-Sea councillor Simon 
Moores, who has been researching and 
following the story closely on his 
Thanet life internet blog. 

The new member of Thanet council’s 
Cabinet said it was good news the tags 
had been handed back and he is hop¬ 
ing to give them back at a remem¬ 
brance service in April. 

He said: ‘Tm now hoping that with 
the support of the mayor and Margate 




charter trustees, we can arrange a 
more formal remembrance event, 
involving the US Air Force next year 
which will commemorate all of the 
many young airmen who lost their lives 
on the beaches around Thanet. 

“It would involve the formal surren¬ 
der of Lt Hafiier’s dog-tag to the 
proper authority so that it may be 
returned to his next of kin.” 

The metal dog tags were in the care 
of a local beachcomber who had found 
them while metal-detecting and 
taken them home. 

It took Cllr Moores several visits to 
the man’s home to retrieve them, but 
they are now ready to be handed back. 

A well-attended first service to 
remember the airmen was held at the 
Westgate-on-Sea war memorial last 
month and could now become an 
annual event. 
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Seats up for grabs at 
new parish council 

THE first elections for a newly-formed 
Ramsgate parish council comprise the first 
step towards a town council, which can be 
voted for at the inaugural meeting. 

A total of 36 candidates are standing in 
seven wards as the town takes greater con¬ 
trol of its political destiny. 

Among the Labour and Conservative candi¬ 
dates, which include both and new familiar 
faces, are Independents running on their own 
platforms. Ralph Hoult, entertainments man¬ 
ager of the Granville Theatre, is one. 

He said: “I want to help bring Ramsgate 
back to where it was. I’m virtually retired 
and as I have a bit more time on my hands 
thought it was a good opportunity to get even 
more involved with the community.” 

Gerry O’Donnell is standing for his party 
Ramsgate First. 

He said: “I’m standing because in the light 
of the disgraceful events in Parliament, it is 
important to have as many independent 
voices on the county council as possible.” 

The South Thanet Labour group also made 
a pledge to voters. 

A spokesman said: “Ramsgate Labour 
Party supports the introduction of a town 
council as an important extension of local 
democracy. We will not make wild promises 
that cannot be delivered or afforded by you, 
the council taxpayer. 

The Conservatives are running under the 
‘Celebrating Ramsgate’ slogan. 

A party spokesman said: “We will improve 
the environment by placing conservation, 
green spaces and rejuvenation of our won¬ 
derful town at the heart of our action. 

‘We will improve historical lighting, secure 
public funding for restoration and form floral 
improvement and green space action groups.” 

No Liberal Democrat candidates are stand¬ 
ing for election.

of Margate. Many poorly-informed decisions 
have been made without input from local 
people and large projects have failed with 
millions wasted when local knowledge has 
been ignored.

LOUISA LATHAM, LIBERAL DEMOCRAT: 

This is my first election cam¬ 
paign, but I strongly believe any 
gaps in my experience can be 
filled by simply listening to the 
people I seek to represent. Despite working 


in London, I have taken the decision to live 
in Thanet to stay close to my family. 
Thanet council could do better to maximise 
the area’s natural potential by taking a 
more holistic view of the issues involved 
when making its decisions. Within the vil¬ 
lages there has been concern about the 
potential expansion of Manston, China 
Gateway and new housing developments 
which has gone unaddressed through no or 
simply facade community consultation.

How did you first get involved with SeaFrance? 

A A recruitment consultant called me when 
SeaFrance was being set up. At the time I 
was working in London as V.P. Europe for 
Cunard Line but the company had become veiy 
Americanised and had lost its way. And living in 
Broadstairs, the commute to Dover was more 
appealing. I love a challenge and nobody gave 
SeaFrance a chance of survival when it started 
after the split with Stena. A year later, it was 
Stena who threw in the towel. 

| What does your job involve?

sible for all the revenue generation in the UK, 
plus the port operations and relationships with 
local, regional and national government, and 
other organisations. Seventy per cent of the com¬ 
pany’s tourism revenue comes from our sales 
and marketing effort. I spend quite a lot of time 
with my co-directors in France. 


Q What do you think makes SeaFrance different from 
other ferry services on the Channel route? 

A I think our ships, our staff and our French 
heritage set us apart. We have invested 
heavily in new tonnage - over £300 million 
since 2001, and have the most modern fleet on 
the route. Onboard, the style and service is 
unmistakably French. For example, our 


Brasserie food is freshly cooked on the ship, 
not previously made ashore, as on some ships 
I could mention. And before you travel, I think 
we have the best reservations service and 
slicker customer handling in the port. 

Q Are you confident that SeaFrance can get through the 
struggles of the current economy? 

A I am. The cross-Channel market, especially 
freight, has slumped over the last 18 months 
and there is too much capacity. By and large, our 
costs are fixed so the business is very sensitive 
to revenue changes - up or down! Additionally, 
the fall of sterling has hit us hard, as much of 
our revenue is in pounds but our costs are in 
euros. Competition in the ferry business is fierce 
and basic fares have been driven down to uneco¬ 
nomic levels. But we have a restructuring plan 
which will get us back into long-term profit.

THE Garden of England lived up 
to its name at this year’s Chelsea 
Flower Show. 

The Royal Horticultural Society’s annual 
showpiece attracted thousands of green-fin¬ 
gered fans and the champagne corks were 
popping after Kent entries netted a haul of 
nine accolades, including silver and gold 
awards. 

Among those celebrating was Sittingboume- 
based landscaping firm Marshalls. Its smart 
show garden, entitled Living Street, earned a 
silver gilt award. 

It showcased four distinct designs of futuris¬ 
tic front gardens. 

Winning designer Ian Dexter said: “The 
whole journey to create the garden has been a 
wonderful experience and receiving this medal 
has made it even better. The team worked 
seamlessly and this is a magnificent commen¬ 
dation to everyone 
involved in the 
project. 

“Tthe concept of 
creating four front 
gardens in the 
Show Garden cat¬ 
egory has never 
been done before, 
but what we 
wanted to achieve 
was to highlight 
to everybody that

rebuilt for the children at 
the Demelza hospice in

Sittingboume, in the coming 
weeks. A delighted Mrs 
Thompson said: “Having 
spent a great deal of time in 
Italy - my father is Italian - 
I have been inspired since 
childhood by the great villas of Tuscany and 
Rome. Their strong shapes and sense of the¬ 
atre play an important part in my style.” 

Winning his third award in as many years 
was Benenden’s Chris O’Donoghue, who 
claimed a silver gilt for his imaginative 
medieval garden. 

His equally ambitious project last year, a 
Moroccan courtyard, attracted plenty of inter¬ 
est as he became the first person to have ani¬ 


mals accompanying his display, bringing in a 
donkey to add to the desert scene. 

This year, his display featured a range of 
medicinal herbs which caught judges’ eyes. 

He said: “It’s great to have won an award 
here. Having previously been a potter, I’m 
happy to be making my way using mud rather 
than clay these days. 

“I didn’t bring any animals this year -1 don’t 
think they are letting anyone do that now. The 
donkey ended up staying at the Royal Horse 
Barracks last time.” 

Patricia Ellis, of Orpington, accepted a gold 
award for her unusual flower arrangement. 

The TV coverage of this year’s show was 
hosted again by Alan Titchmarsh, with visi¬ 
tors including the Queen and actress Joanna 
Lumley, taking a well-earned break from her 
campaign in support of Gurkhas’ rights.

The taste of summer for many is 
best encapsulated with a mouth¬ 
watering Kentish strawberry 
and the first strawberries of the 
season are now being picked and 
packed in the next basket from 
Foodforkent.co.uk. 

The British strawberry is iconic and con¬ 
jures visions of what is best about living in 
England. 

For some the taste brings back memories 
of times gone by, when life seemed less hur¬ 
ried and simpler, and for others it is tennis 
at Wimbledon and the hope of glory on the 
tennis court. 

Now is the perfect time to add strawber¬ 
ries to your shopping list at www.food- 
forkent.co.uk as they are coming through 
thick and fast and are of great quality; 
packed full of flavour. 

I managed to taste quite a few from differ¬ 
ent Kent suppliers when I was down at the 
Foodforkent.co.uk HQ filming the third 
episode of my new internet TV series, Made 
in Great Britain, which you can view at 
www.pod3.tv or download the full episode 
free from iTunes. 

During my visit to Bank Farm in 
Aldington, near Ashford, I was also able to 
pick some fresh asparagus and went forag¬ 
ing for wild garlic, which is bang in season 
at the minute and sadly only lasts for about 
one more month. 

Wild garlic is so versatile and can be used 
in salads but also adds flavour to soups or 
even to infuse cream for dauphinoisse pota¬ 
toes. The flower can be used to garnish fish 
dishes and even to lift a salad. 

While at Bank Farm, one thing which 
greatly impressed me was the free-range 
egg farm and how well the chickens were

kept and how happy they 
seem. Happy chickens 
produce great eggs. I took 
some away with me and 
cooked a poached egg dish 
with the freshly picked 
asparagus - heaven. 
Duck eggs are currently 
in abundance at the 
moment too and there are 
some special deals on Foodforkent.co.uk 
which you can take advantage of. 

Talking of things nostalgic, I was back in 
school earlier this month opening a new 
dining room and kitchen at the Sutton 
Valence Preparatory School in Chart 
Sutton, Maidstone, and did a cooking 
demonstration to 200 children, parents, 
teachers and governors. 

We did a quiz with the children on food 
from around the county and why we should 


buy local and what advantages it brings to 
the environment and our pockets. They 
loved it, and it was great to see how aware 
the children were of the issues and how they 
understood that by buying local and fresh 
produce the taste is so much more 
enhanced. It was a great day. 

My recipe today is one of my favourite 
deserts, bakewell tart with Kentish straw¬ 
berries and this is a dish that conjures up all 
of those nostalgic images and feelings of 
summers past and those to come. I hope you 
enjoy it and don’t forget if you have any 
cooking or recipe questions, email me at 
richard.phillips@kosmedia.co.uk and I will 
be happy to answer them. 


Bakewell tart with 
Kentish strawberries 

Ingredients 

1 x sheet of shop -bought puff pastry 
4 tablespoons of strawberry jam 
Almond paste (see recipe below) 

2 egg yolks (for the egg wash) 

1 guantity of royal icing (see recipe below) 

Handful of flaked almonds 
1 punnet of Kentish strawberries 

1 tablespoon of icing sugar 

2 tablespoons of balsamic vinegar 
Vanilla ice-cream or cream to serve 

Almond Paste - combine ingredients 
200g butter 
200g caster sugar 
lOOg whisked eggs 
50g plain flour 
lOOg ground almonds 

Royal icing - combine ingredients 
225g icing sugar 
35g egg whites 
splash of lemon juice 

Method 

• Roll out the puff pastry to a 3mm thickness 

• Butter four individual tartlet cases and line with the 
rolled-out pastry 

• Place a tablespoon of the jam in the base of each one. 
Pipe in the almond paste, leave space at the top of the 
mould, brush with the egg wash, now place another 
sheet of rolled out puff pastry over the top. Using a 
rolling pin, roll over the tartlet mould to cut off the 
edges. Leave to rest for 20min. 

• Pre heat the oven to 170c. 

• Using a palate knife, spread a thin layer of royal icing 
over the top of the tart and sprinkle with a few flakes of 
almonds. 

• Bake in a pre-heated oven for 20min or until golden 
brown on top. 

• Warm the strawberries in a pan with the icing sugar 
and balsamic vinegar for 

3-4minutes, just until the juices start to come out of the 
strawberries. Allow to cool 

• Place the strawberries on top of the tart and serve 
with a scoop of ice-cream or drizzled with cream.

WHILE shooting Moulin Rouge, 
the smash hit Baz Luhrmann 
musical set in Paris, Ewan 
McGregor romanced Nicole 
Kidman on a movie set in Sydney 
rather than Montmartre.

Signs of hope as 
buyers return 


PROPERTY NEWS 

Repossession gloom 
lifted by Q1 figures 

REPOSSESSION predictions for 2009, 
which were forecast at 75,000, were “pes¬ 
simistic” according to the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders (CML). 

The CML had predicted the number 
for the year as a whole, but has now said 
the forecast is not as gloomy as at first 
thought, after analysing repossession 
figures for quarter one. 

There were 12,800 repossessions by 
first-charge mortgage lenders, including 
buy-to-let, compared with 8,500 for the 
same quarter last year. 

Although the number of repossessions 
was rising, the CML was optimistic its 
first forecast for the year had been too 
negative and will be revising the figure 
in its next housing market forecast. 

Director general Michael Coogan said: 
“Despite technical issues this quarter 
affecting our ability to compare arrears 
and possession rates with earlier peri¬ 
ods, it is clear mortgage arrears contin¬ 
ued to increase. 

“So did repossessions, but not as much 
as our 75,000 forecast figure for the year 
would suggest. 

“So our forecast now looks pessimistic 
and we expect to revise it over the next 
month or so. 

“Lenders are acutely conscious that 
behind the statistics are real people, 
many of whom are affected by the eco¬ 
nomic downturn and its impact on jobs, 
changes in circumstances and inability 
to refinance.” 

'Reluctant landlords' 
numbered in millions 

FIVE million homeowners across the 
UK have considered renting out their 
home or rooms to survive the economic 
downturn. 

Research from Unbiased.co.uk found 
many have considered becoming ‘reluc¬ 
tant landlords’, with younger home-own¬ 
ers hit hardest by the recession. 

A third of those considering becoming 
landlords are debating whether to rent 
their property because they cannot sell it 
without making a loss. 

Richard Winder, of Unbiased.co.uk, 
said: “The boom years created a wave of 
have-a-go landlords attracted by the 
promise of rising property prices and 
cheap buy-to-let finance. 

“Now we’re seeing a new wave who 
may end up reluctant landlords because 
they need more money and don’t want to 
sell up in the current market.”

ESTATE agents sold more homes 
in April than in any other month 
since October 2007, according to 
new figures. 

Statistics released by the National 
Association of Estate Agents (NAEA) revealed 
the average estate agent sold 10 properties 
last month. 

This was up from just eight per agent in 
March, and doubling from the low of five seen 
in August 2008. 

Figures from analysts Globrix also highlight 
a possible reason for the increase in sales. 
They found sellers were returning to the mar¬ 
ket, with 100,000 new properties advertised in 
April. 

The figures will provide a boost to the mar¬ 
ket and offer further evidence that while 
recovery might not be just around the cor¬ 
ner, the prospects are looking healthier than 
for many months. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of the 
NAEA, said: “What we are beginning to see 
now are consistent positive indicators that 
have held firm or improved since the begin¬ 
ning of the year. 

“Six months ago people were talking 
about how Britons’ attitude to owning prop¬ 
erty had changed in the recession. 

“The NAEA always said this was non¬ 
sense, and that demand for property 
remained strong, but confidence in the mar¬ 
ket had gone. 

“These figures show confidence is return¬ 
ing.” 

But market analysts said the figures 
needed to be treated with caution and 
warned there could still be hard times 
ahead. 

A rise in interest rates could cause the 
market to dip once again. 

Daniel Lee, chief executive of Globrix, 
said: “It would be foolhardy to start believ¬ 
ing we’re at the bottom simply because buy¬ 


ers and sellers are returning to the market. 

“There are still likely to be rough waters 
ahead given the economic climate, particular¬ 
ly if interest rates start to rise. 

“There is no doubt that this increase in 
buyer activity has had a knock-on effect with 


sellers, many of whom had taken their proper¬ 
ties off the market because they were resigned 
to the fact that there was little hope of finding 
a buyer. 

“Now that sellers believe buyers are out 
there, they are returning in droves.”

Peugeot's 308 steering 
clear of the MPV sector 


NOT being a huge MPV fan, I like 
Peugeot’s pragmatic though rather 
un-Gallic approach to this sector. 

Instead of tooling up for stand alone people 
carrier models - though its Citroen stable- 
mate has done the opposite with the Picasso 
MPV sub-brand - Peugeot has dosed standard 
car models with steroids. 

These pumped up station wagon or SWs 
have, therefore, retained car-like characteris¬ 
tics rather than taking on the lumbering gait 
of most MPVs, while gaining more room than 
a stretched standard hatchback. 

The ploy is not perfect, of course: you don’t 
get the elevated driving position or headroom 
of an MPV, but you avoid that ‘stuck in the 
crow’s nest during a gale’ feeling on the bends. 

Peugeot has aimed for MPV-style seating 
flexibility too and the 308SW (from £16,145) 
tested here, can be bought with seven seats - 
not bad for a Ford Focus class contender. 

All five rear seats fold flat individually or 
may be removed for various passenger/load 
permutations and the front passenger seat 
folds for particularly long loads. 

The two rear-most seats are a struggle to

access though and adults would find that 
their knees gain a higher viewing point, but 
we are talking ‘occasional’ use here - anyone 
needing seven seats regularly should shop for 
a proper MPV. 

And if you are not in row three, the 308SW 
is a nice place to be: the cabin is really classy 
and glassy and airiness is enhanced on 
upmarket models by a massive glass roof with 
an electric blind - you feel like you are flying 
a light aircraft. 

But you remain grounded because the 308’s 
Achilles heel is a chassis largely carried over 
from its 307 predecessor, making the 308 
unsettled at times. 

It leans on bends a little too, despite being 
more low slung than an MPV - but this car 
might have to cater for seven bodies or a 
crammed cargo area. 

The HOPS (109bhp) 1.6-litre turbodiesel of 
the test car - a £20,795 SE flagship - is the 
best 308 engine I’ve driven, delivering reason¬ 
able power (0-60mph in 12.5 seconds), excel¬ 
lent refinement and averaging 50+mpg, but if 
you plan to use the SW’s load-carrying 
prowess to the max then check out the more 
powerful petrol and diesel options available.

McLaren cuts IPL spell 
short to help Spitfires

KENT have been given a timely 
boost ahead of today’s Twenty20 
clash with the Middlesex Panthers 
after news Ryan McLaren has 
returned in time to play 

The South African all-rounder was signed by 
the Mumbai Indians to play in the lucrative 
Indian Premier League Twenty20 event that 
started on April 18, but wasn’t included in any 
of their games. 

The 26-year-old was due to return to the 
county at the end of the week, but Kent chair¬ 
man told our sister paper, Kent on Sunday, 
that the club were hopeful they could arrange 
to bring him home early. 

The Kolpakker missed Monday’s game 
against the Essex Eagles but arrived at 
Canterbury on Tuesday in time to play against 
the Middlesex Panthers at Lord’s this evening. 

Hopeful 

McLaren’s inclusion in the Kent Spitfires’ 
squad is a massive boost after South African 
international Wayne Parnell departed last 
week to join up with the Proteas ahead of the 
World Twenty20 that starts next week. 

Skipper Rob Key also departs on Saturday 
to join up with England and although the 
county were hopeful of bringing in an overseas 
player to cover the domestic Twenty20, it now 
looks as the Spitfires will have to use their 
squad to get through. 

Chairman George Kennedy said: ‘With the 
Twenty20 already started, it’s extremely 
unlikely we will get an overseas player in as 
everyone is pretty much signed up for the 
World Twenty20.” 

Parnell hopes to return to Canterbury when 
the World T20 ends on June 21, which would 
mean he is available for the end of Kent’s 
Twenty20 campaign, the Pro40 and the 
remainder of the County Championship.

Northeast and Rob Ferley.

We got the rewards we 
deserved, says Stimson 

GILLINGHAM boss Mark Stimson 
described the club’s League Two play-off 
win as the best of his managerial career as 
he led his side back to League One at the 
first attempt. 

Simeon Jackson’s 90th minute header 
won it for the Gills as they deservedly beat 
Shrewsbury Town 1-0 in a good advert for 
the Football League at a sunny Wembley 
Stadium. 

The Gills boss, who was in charge when 
the side were relegated from League One 
last season, said the credit goes to his play¬ 
ers who have put the effort in over the 
course of the season. 

He said: “I’m proud. It’s taken a lot of hard 
work and that’s the game we are in, if you 
don’t put the hard work in you don’t get the 
rewards and I thought we got the rewards 
we deserved. 

Big decisions 

“Full credit to the boys, they did what 
they’ve done for a long while now. We made 
some big decisions that the club had to 
make and I was quite comfortable if it went 
into extra time and penalties that we would 
come out winners. 

“I’ll keep [my medal] on until I get home 
and the kids take it off me.” 

After taking his fair share of criticism 
since he took over in November 2007, 
Stimson, who has tasted victory at 
Wembley with Stevenage Borough in the 
FA Trophy, said the play-off win goes some 
way to making up for the ignominy of rele¬ 
gation last season. 

He said: “Relegation hurts more than you 
can imagine and we had to get over that. It 
means a lot financially, a hell of a lot and 
with some of the big teams like Leeds 
United, you can attract 9,000 to 10,000 to 
watch it. 

“I don’t know if you could put a figure on 
how much it’s worth but I know it will be a 
fantastic break. I’m sure we will be trying to 
make it attractive as possible to get as 
many of that 30,000 crowd back to 
Priestfield to cheer us on and be proud to 
support their local team.”
